Local men up in air, join 
ranks of biimp passengers

It was a boyhood dream ... a ride in a 
blimp. And, a few Saturday s back, for two middle- 
aged Sierra Madreans, one tending toward grey¬ 
ness, the other toward baldness, it came true. 

John Maddox (he of the greyness) and this 
writer (himself of the baldness) through the good 
graces of Goodyear and the good efforts of the 
Sierra Madre News editorial staff, were invited to a 
ride on the Goodyear blimp Columbia, based at 
Carson, Calif. (There are two sister ships, soon to 
be joined by a third. They are America-based in 
Houston and the Enterprise in Pompano Beach, 
Fla. Coming on board soon will be The Spirit of 
Akron, also to be based at Pompano Beach.) 

Riding the blimp, one gets a feeling not so 
much of nying over the city, but rather of 
floating over neighborhoods. Columbia and its sis¬ 
ter ships cruise at about 30 miles an hour. A visit to 
San Francisco is a two-day flight with good 
winds; longer without. 

You don’t wear seat belts. It doesn’t have 
any. On a warm sunny day, as it was, and with 
the windows open, as they were, you can literally 
put your arm out the window and wave to those 
on the ground. 

From its cruising height of about 1000 feet, 
you can watch the 4-some on the golf course, 
critique the swing of the golfer and almost watch 
the flight of the golf ball.

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Sierra Madre joins mosquito 
abatement; hires consultant 


Sierra Madre City Council voted at their meet¬ 
ing Tuesday evening to join the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Mosquito Abatement District, accepted the Eco¬ 
nomic Research Associates (ERA) proposal to pre¬ 
pare a marketing and economic development stra¬ 
tegy for the central business district and chose 
Alexander Tree Service to remove the rotted per¬ 
gola just west of city hall. 

Frank Hall, representing the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Mosquito Abatement District that is in the pro¬ 
cess of being formed, explained the surveillance 
and control program that would be administered 
by the Los Angeles County Department of Health 
Serviee and financed by a direct annual benefit 
assessment of property owners within the valley 
cities and other agencies of the district. 

Sierra Madreans would pay between $2 and 
$2 25 per parcel or property owner for protection 
against St. Louis Encephalitis. The viral disease is 
transmitted by mosquitoes that have bitten bird 
carriers. The mosquitoes breed in natural and man- 
iKctde water sources. The disease has spread since 
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the first incidence was reported in 1983; at the pre¬ 
sent time about 1 percent of the population of 
1 IS Angeles County has been infected. 

The benefit assessment proposed yearly in- 
ci ides total district costs of $655,484, with the 
e lirnated number of parcels of 302,300. There- 
foie. estimated cost per parcel is about $2.17. 

1 .1 Dosed services include prevention of breed¬ 
ing anc emergence of mosquitoes in the area; 
inspection .md treatment of gutters, catch basins, 
storm drai , flo('J control channels and roadside 
ditches. 

SiDvcillance is planned for area swimming 
pools and ser' ices also include the use of en¬ 
vironmentally safe control agents such as mos¬ 
quito fish. 

Hall explained that light, biodegradable oils 
would be added to bodies of water and that in¬ 
hibitors would be used. 

“We are not just concerned about St. Louis 
Encephalitis. We also have a concern for an out-

You can see the youth doing a household 
chore . . . mowing the yard. 

You can see the washing hanging out the line 
drying in the soft breezes. (The blimps only tly with 
winds under 18 knots, according to our captain.) 

At 30 miles an hour, the smallest light plane- 
speeds past you much as the car in the high 
occupancy vehicle lane on the freeway zips past 
when you are caught in the morning rush hour on 
the way to work. 

Riding in the blimp is a “closeness” exper¬ 
ience. While the blimp itself is more than 200 feet 
long, nearly a quarter of that in width and a third of 
that in height, the passenger compartment is only 
the size of a small seven-passenger van. And lhai 
is as many as can ride at one time — one- 
pilot and six passengers. 

In fact, it takes twice as many ground crew 
as passengers to assist the Columbia in its take¬ 
off and landings. Since Columbia is lighter than 
air, the ground crew’s principal function appeal^ 
to be to hold the behemoth (Goodyear’s term) 
close to the ground so that the passengers can 
get in and out of the cabin. 

And what a unique way to take off for one so 
familiar with heavier-than-air craft and their long 
runs down the hard surfaced runways building up 
to a speed sufficient to allow them to fly. Thc 
ground crew literally bounces the airship to a height 
sufficient to allow the captain to tilt the nose up¬ 
ward without grounding the tail of the airship. 
Remember, it is 200 feet in length being held .it 
3 feet off the ground when the passengers board. 

They accomplish this by allowing the craft to 
rise to approximately 6 feet and then, in a coordinated 
effort, pull down so that the single landing gear 
strikes the ground, compresses on its shock and 
springs back shoving the craft even higher. 

At the top of this effort, the captain pushes 
the throttle in, spins the Elevator Wheel in a clock¬ 
wise motion to raise the nose, and off you go. at 
an angle of attack at about 20 degrees. When it 
lands, the captain brings it down the same way. at a 
20-degree angle. In watching it take off and land, 
it appears to be going up and coming down .it 
angles much greater than those used by the coni- 
mcrcial-pcrwercd aircraft. 

From the ground, the airship appears to be a 
most quiet means of transportation with the hum ol 
Its two engines being so distinctive that you . m 
detect the airship even if you don’t linik up to -we u.

Electric fences illegal — SMVFD 


Fire Marshal Bill Kramer of the Sierra Madre I 
Volunteer Fire Department told The News Monday ; 
that he had discovered two illegal electric fences I 
in Sierra Madre, one on Sierra Meadow and one s 
on Liliano. ' 

“They were told to disconnect immediately,” , 
Kramer said. “Anyone who is found with those , 
illegal electric fences will be cited into court. If 
they do not instantly disconnect, the fire depart¬ 
ment will contact Southern California Edison and 
all electricity to the home will be disconnected 
until the fence is abated.” 

He added, “Sierra Madre is a quiet residential 
community, not an outdoor farm area where elec¬ 
tric fences may be used.” 

In those areas, he said, it is imperative that 
a Conditional Use Permit be obtained, the fence 
posted every two feet with the sign “Electric

lence, caution, it must work on 12 to 14 volts 
and may not be plugged into wall outlets.” The 
fence must also emit an audible noise, Kramer 
said, “so that someone impaired or blind could hear 
it.” 

Kramer explained that the fence on Liliano 
was run on 120 volts and the one on Sierra Madre 
was from a 240-volt line. 

Kramer said that the line on Sierra Meadow 
was discovered when “a phone company repre¬ 
sentative touched one of his ladders against the 
fence and the electricity burned through his gloves. 
He went to the fire station and reported the incident. 
The fence had been installed to keep dogs in¬ 
side the yard. On Liliano, the fence was around 
rose bushes.” 

He explained that electric fences would be a 
particular problem to the fire department since 
their ladders are aluminum.

Public relations is one major acti¬ 
vity that most often than not has to fight 
its way in before it gets accepted. Un¬ 
like sales marketing, accounting brand 
management, personnel or legal, it often 
has to justify its reason for being, be¬ 
fore it is allowed to be. Very seldom 
does a business, organization or impor¬ 
tant venture get started with PR as a 
leading concern. 

Hardly anybody commences any 
enterprise by asking what it will mean 
to the public or how it will use PR to 
attain its objectives. The thinking is 
still broad that PR is what people do 
when they need to get something publi¬ 
cized or when they have to get some 
manner or reception or festivity or¬ 
ganized for important guests from over¬ 
seas. 

PR’s value is its ability to give 
business a reading of public attitudes, 
give it a feel of the public pulse that 
business will sooner or later have 
to contend with. The evaluation 
of public attitudes before, during and 
after the organization of a business is 
a vital function of PR. Based on an 
evaluation of these attitudes, a PR 
policy is formulated and committed to. 
Then and only then, after evaluation 
and policy, can communication and all 
the complex techniques and media that 
are used by it, properly and meaning 
fully begin. 

Public relations is more dramati¬ 
cally manifested by what one does than 
by what one says. Actuations in the 
face of the issues have in many cases 
more permanently damned or celebrated 
corporations than by their institutional 
advertising or philanthropies. In essence 
PR is really still sincerity and honesty 
both in word and in deed.

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noise. You can communicate with your neighbor 
by leaning close and speaking in a loud voice. 
(Commercial aircraft have extensive sound insulating 
and are much quieter inside.) 

In this day of hydraulics, auto pilots and auto¬ 
matic navigation systems, the Columbia, suprisingly, 
appears to have none of these modern day con¬ 
veniences. The pilot is continually in motion. He 
manually adjusts the various air valves by pulling 
on — mostly with his left hand — long metal 
cables running from the cabin to the various 
air valves that control the buoyancy of the airship. 

At the same time, with his right hand he 
contiols the up and down attitude of the airship 
by means of a large elevator wheel. .Ml this time, he 
is controlling the left-right direction by pumping 
on the rudder pedals with his feet, much like an 
old time church organist pumping the bellows for 
another verse of “The Old Rugged Cross.” 

All in all, learning to coordinate all of the 
motions necessary to drive an antique Modei-T 
Ford auto would appear to be a good training 
ground for a captain of a blimp. In fact, all of the 
captains (each of the blimps is staffed by five in 
addition to 16 ground crew members and one public 
relations representative) are also qualified, licensed 
pilots of heavier-than-air craft. 

Each of the Goodyear blimps does have a busi¬ 
ness reason for its existence in addition to being a 
promotional item for Goodyear itself. Television 
uses them extensively as a platform for a television 
camera in the coverage of various outdoor events. 
You may have seen the Columbia floating over the 
Santa Anita Race Track during the running of the 
Santa Anita Handicap; or over Pasadena covering 
the Rose Parade and the Rose Bowl. 

At night, lights on the sides of each of the 
blimps can be programmed to deliver lighted 
messages concerning charity fund-raisers, holiday 
greetings, etc. 

But, in answer to the most asked question ot 
all who hear of our flight, one thing the blimps are 
not used for is offering rides to all. .\s noted in 
the Goodyear brochure on the blimpN, the giv ing ol 
rides to all “. . . is physically impossible since 
the blimps can carry only a few passengers in each ot 
the many cities they visit each year.” 

Because of the heavy demand for flights year- 
round, rides are limited to members of the press, 
radio and television, and a few special guests of 
Goodyear “by invitation only.”

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Canyon released from 
Hillside Moratorium 


The Sierra Madre Canyon area has been re¬ 
leased from the Hillside Moratorium in action ta¬ 
ken by the City Council to conform with Planning 
Commission recommendations in the new Hillside 
Ordinance proposal. 

The proposal recommends R-1-15,00 for the 
Canyon, which is its current zoning and it was 
felt that this obviated the need to continue a 
moratorium on the area. 

Property owners in the Canyon may now 
proceed to obtain building permits. 

Other hillside areas, however, almost all of 
which are currently undeveloped, are slated for far 
more restrictive zoning under the proposed ordin¬ 
ance and the moratorium will continue for these 
areas until the ordinance is adopted. 

The zoning recommendations for those areas 
range between one house per 20 acres below 
1200 foot elevation and one per 40 acres above 
1200 feet in the area designated R-l-HA in the north¬ 
east corner of the city’s hillsides, one house per 
five acres below 1200 feet and one per 40 acres 
above this in the area designated R-l-HB situated 
roughly above the area between North Auburn 
and Mountain Trail. 

Zoning for the area above the Canyon, desig¬ 
nated R-l-HD, would be one house per 40 acres

and the area designated as R-l-HE in the north¬ 
east corner of the hillsides would become one house 
per 10 acres below 1200 feet and one per 40 acres 
above this. 

The proposed ordinance includes numerous 
additional restrictions covering grading, drainage, 
erosion, water pressure, utilities, architecture, land¬ 
scaping, reports on soil and seismic conditions 
and various other features. 

The General Plan Ad Hoc Citizen’s Committee 
will now review the Land Use element of the 
proposed ordinance and an Environmental Impact 
Report will be submitted. 

The Planning Commission will then hold a pub¬ 
lic hearing a complete its recommendations for sub¬ 
mission to the City Council. — J.M.

— Use extreme caution in entering or working m 
buildings. There may be gas leaks or electrical 
short circuits. 

_ Stay away from ftillen or damaged electric 

wires. 

— Check your food and water supplies before using 
them. 

— Get needed food, clothing, medical care or 
shelter at Red Cross stations or local relief author¬ 
ities. 

— Stay away from disaster areas. 

— Don’t drive unless necessary. 

— Write, telegraph or telephone your relatives, 
after the emergency is over. 

— Follow the advice and instructions of your 
local government.

Notes From the Attic

— Mar. 28, 1919: Movement is afoot by which 
the Sierra Madre Band is to build an open 
air picture show and run it themselves, dividing 
profit after paying for the installation, and buy¬ 
ing uniforms with the soldiers and sailors 
memorial fund. 

— Mar. 29, 1929: The work of wrecking the 
old Kersting building on Kersting Court was 
begun early this week and by tomorrow night 
the structure that once housed the S.M. Elec¬ 
tric Co. & Edison Electric Co. offices for so 
long will be a memory . . . For the first time 
since it was completed, the dam in Sierra Madre 
Canyon is impounding a great volume of water, 
the result of Thursday’s torrential downpour. 
It had risen to a height of 40 ft. 

— Mar. 24, 1949: Norman Rockwell will be 
one of the three judges who will pick the queen 
for the 1949 Wistaria Festival. Rockwell, who is 
best known for his Saturday Evening Post 
covers, will be joined by Edward Stevenson, 
chief designer for RKO Radio pictures, and 
Dorothy Prebles, owner of a famous Hollywood 
Modeling agency. 

— Mar. 26, 1959: Bill Haines has been named 
manager of S.M. Theater. He said the theater 
will eventually be remodeled. It is open seven 
days a week . . . Plans were filed with City 
Hall this week covering the construction of a new 
Catholic High School for girls on the 12-acre 
estate of the Sister of St. Frances of Mt. Al- 
verno on W. Highland Ave. . . . Viola A. 
Tuttle celebrate her 104th birthday. She was 
born Mar. 26, 1855 in Zanesville, Ohio and 
can recall parts of the Civil War. 

— Mar. 29, 1979: The fire horn, which 
is used as a backup signal for the Electron 
radio alert system, has been in use for many 
years, was coded to notify firemen of the appoxi- 
mate location of the fire.

The turmoil and an¬ 
xieties for family and 
home safety in Lower 
Hastings Ranch in 
East Pasadena has grown 
extensively in the last 
week over the proposed 
location of a state cor¬ 
rections parole office at 
468 N. Rosemead. 

On last Tuesday (Mar. 
21), the Pasadena City 
Board of Directors moved 
that the city advise the 
Governor that Pasadena 
has an overconcentra¬ 
tion of institutional 
users and that the city 
not be considered for a 
parole site on Rose¬ 
mead. 

Mayor William Thom¬ 
son and Vice Mayor 
Jess Hughston have been 
designated to carry this 
message to the Gover¬ 
nor. Harold Britton, 
president of the Lower 
Hastings Ranch 
property Owners Associa¬ 
tion, has been invited to 
attend this meeting 
which may have occurred 
early this week in the 
Governor’s Los Angeles 
office. 

The Governor will 


receive petitions with 
4500 signatures of citi¬ 
zens opposed to the 
468 Rosemead address. 
At a meeting last 
Friday (Mar. 24), civic 
and parole leaders met 
to discuss the office 
location and came to 
no conclusion on a 
change, according to 
Hughston. Correc¬ 
tions people still want 
the 468 Rosemead 
address. 

The Rosemead parole 
office will process 1000 
to 1500 parolees a month, 
according to Joseph 
Garcia, local corrections 
supervisor. This 
number will probably 
increase to 2500 to 
3000 a month in five 
years, he added. Ex¬ 
perience has indicated 
that crime increases 
around a parole office, 
according to Britton. 

The fight against the 
parole office loca¬ 
tion in Pasadena now 
includes protests from 
Huntington Memorial 
Hospital and the South¬ 
west Neighborhood 
Association. 


The Pasadena Board 
of Education was sched¬ 
uled to be briefed last 
Tuesday (Mar. 28) and 
it is hoped that it will 
issue a statement against 
the move to Rosemead. 
School children 
walking to and from 
Wilson School will have 
to pass the Rosemead 
parole office as they go 
to and from school. 
This walking jeopar¬ 
dizes their safety, accord¬ 
ing to Grace O’Brien, 
Lower Hastings Ranch 
resident and a retired 
schooi principal. 

Many Lower Hastings 
Ranch residents who 
take walks at night in 
their neighborhood fear 
for their safety for such 
evening excursions in 
the future. 

Harold Britton con¬ 
tinues to emphasize that 
a quiet, peaceful, crime- 
free neighborhood as is 
Lower Hastings Ranch 
is no place for a 
parole office. This has 
been echoed by the 
some 4500 signers of 
the petition protesting 
the office location.

Pasadena zone 
changes unden/vay 


The Pasadena Plan¬ 
ning Commis.sion has 
struck from the pro¬ 
posed Hastings Ranch 
Zone Changes the contro¬ 
versial 800-square-foot 
limitation on second 
floor additions to Upper 
Hastings Ranch homes. 

The commission also 
has approved the 25-foot 
height limitation on second 
floor additions, provided 
for a Minor Conditional 
Use Permit pro¬ 
cedure, but made no 
mention of view restric¬ 
tions. Other changes 
included modifica¬ 
tion of front and side 
set backs and a change 
in some Ranch zoning 
categories. 

The establishment of a 
Minor Conditional Use 
Permit procedure pro¬ 
vides that residents with¬ 
in 150 feet of a home 
modification be notified 
and a public hearing be 
held in objections were 
submitted in writing. 

The recommendations 
were approved by the 
Planning Commission 
after a two-hour long 
public hearing in the Pasa¬ 
dena City Hall Council 
Chambers last Wednes¬ 
day, Mar. 22. 

Wes Guarino, presi¬ 
dent of the Upper Has¬ 
tings Ranch Associa¬ 
tion, spoke in favor of 
the changes. He said after 
the vote that he was 
“very pleased that the 


Planning Commission is 
choosing to recommend 
a process by which neigh¬ 
bors have a chance to be 
informed of and to 
comment on second story 
additions before they 
are approved.” 

Setrack (Sam) Sassoun- 
ian, an Upper Hastings 
Ranch resident and 
building contractor, 
spoke extensively against 
the changes, particularly 
the size of the 800- 
square-foot limitation 
on second floor addi¬ 
tions. Several other 
Upper Hastings 
Ranch residents also 
spoke against the size of 
the addition. 

The approved changes 
still state that “the 
maximum allowable 
second floor construction 
be limited to 50 percent 
of the first floor square 
footage (including the 
garage.)” This means 
that homeowners will 
have to build in most 
instances outward at the 
first floor level prior to 
a second story if they 
want to expand their pro¬ 
perty, a Commission 
spokesman explained. 

The recommended 
changes now go to the 
City Board of Directors 
for implementation. Due 
to their crowded calen¬ 
dar it is not expected 
that the zoning change 
will be acted on until 
May or later.

break of malaria and western Encephalitis,” Hall 
told the council. He projects that it will not be 
until 1990 or 1991 that the program will take ef¬ 
fect. 

Sierra Madre will have one representative on 
the board of directors. So far, out of 25 cities, 
18 have passed resolutions, with five pending. 
Two cities. South Pasadena and Baldwin Park, re¬ 
jected the plan. 

After David A. Wilcox, senior vice president 
of Economic Research Associates (ERA), made his 
presentation to the council Tuesday evening, the 
local governing board authorized acceptance of the 
proposal to prepare a marketing and economic 
development strategy for Sierra Madre’s central 
business district. The project is supported by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Main Street Pro¬ 
gram. 

Cost of the proposal, which will determine 
a realistic market demand of Sierra Madre, is 
$15,000. Wilcox explained that findings would in¬ 
dicate what mix of retail as opposed to profes¬ 
sional services should be implemented in down¬ 
town Sierra Madre. 

Ron Hutson, Main Street Project Coordinator, 
explained that the findings of the proposal should 
“identify use of properties and land mass to create 
jobs, revenue flow and the basic benefits to Sierra 
Madre.” 

Following the discovery of the danger of the 
city hall pergola due to dry rot several months 
ago, the area has been roped off to protect the 
public. Alexander Tree Service bid $1670 to re¬ 
move the pergola before replacement. 

Sierra Madreans will soon receive a ques-

tionnaire, with a request to return immediately, 
from Sierra Madre Environmental Action Council 
(SMEAC) concerning recycling alternatives. 

Sierra Madre is required to develop a recycling 
plan by May 1 to reduce by 5 percent the waste 
that goes to Scholl Canyon Landfill. SMEAC says 
that the state will probably rewrite the bill to re¬ 
quire all cities to reduce waste by 25 percent 
through recycling. 

Some of the alternatives include requests for 
voluntary curbside pickup of newspapers, glass and 
cans; placing all recyclables into one container for 
later separation; separating garden trimmings and 
storing for pickup. 

The SMEAC Recycling Centr takes newspaper, 
aluminum, glass and California redemption plastic 
bottles. Profit (of about $10,0(X) each year) goes 
to various Sierra Madre youth and civic groups 
working at the center. Another option on the ques¬ 
tionnaire would be retaining the center as well as 
the separated curbside pickup. 

Again, SMEAC urges residents to return the 
surveys immediately.
